— The Central Government (Minis- 
try of Education and Soc;ial Welfare) have accorded ap- 
proval vide their letter No. 3-13/72-U.l, dated 9-3-1973, 
to the following revised Regulations for ‘Publication 
Bureau’ under Chapter IX of the Calendar, Volume I, 
1972 : — - 

1. There shall be u Panjab University Publication 
Bureau, the objects of which shall be to prepare and/or 
publish : — 

(i) Translations of Standard books of various sub- 
jects into Hindi and Panjabi (and any other 
language as) the Syndicate may decide; 

(ii) Textbooks in such languages and subjects the 
Syndicate may, from time to time, decide; 

(iii) Reference and General books, including thesis; 

(iv) Journals, Bulletins and Paper; and 

(v) Such other publications as may be decided by 
the Syndicate, from time to time. 

2. The Bureau shall have a whole-time Secretary whose 
duties and functions shall be as laid down in the Rules, 

3.1. All matters relating to the Bureau, other than 
administrative, will be considered by a Committee, which 
shall be called the Publication Bureau Committee, This 
Committee shall be appointed by the Syndicate every two 
years and shall hold office from the 1st of January. 

3.2. The Committee shall consist of not less than 7 
and not more than 11 members, including the Vice- 
Chancellor, who shall be its Chairman, and the Secretary 
of the Publication Bureau, who shall be its Member- 
Secretary, The other members shall be nominated by 
the Syndicate. Three members shall form the quorum. 
In the absence of the Vice-Chancellor, the Committee 
shall elect a Chairman from amongst the members 
present. 

3.3. The Committee shall hold meetings as often ns 
necessary but not less than two meetings during a calen- 
dar year. A notice of at least seven days will be neces- 
sary to convene a meeting, but in an emergency the 
Vice-Chancellor may call a meeting even at a shorter 
notice. 

3.4. The minutes of the meetings shall be recorded by 
the Secretary and confirmed by the Chairman. Copies 
will be supplied to the members as soon as possible.

4. The Bureau may arrange preparation, production 
and sale of its publications in such manner as may he 
decided by the Syndicate, on recommendation of the 
Publication Bureau Committee.

1. Regulations for ‘Residence, Health, Physical Wel- 
fare, Conduct and Discjpline of Students’ under Chap- 
ter VII-D, at pages 105-110, of the Calendar Volume 1, 
1972, have been revised to read as under : — 

[Regulations under Section 31 (2) (m) of the Punjab 
University Act, 1947] 

(i) Committee for Residence, Physical Welfare and 
Discipline. 

LI. The Syndicate shall appoint a Committee lor resi- 
dence, health, physical welfare, conduct and discipline 

of students, this Committee shall consist of— 

(a) The Vice-Chancellor; 

(b) Three Principals o'f Arts and Science Colleges; 

(c) One principal of a Professional College; 

(d) One Principal of a University College or a 
Professor of a University Teaching Department; 

(e) The Chairman of the University Sports Com- 
mittee; and 

(f) University Medical Officer; 

The Registrar shall act as the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee. 

1 .2. Members of the Committee shall hold office for 
three years and may be re-appointed. 

2. The functions of the Committee shall be — 

(a) to consider reports received from the colleges 
under these regulations and to advise them on 
malters arising out of such reports. 


(b) to submit to the Syndicate an annual general 
report a; regards residence, health, physical 
welfare, etc. of students of the University; 

(c ) (o discharge such other duties as may be pres- 
cribed by the regulations or which may be 
assigned to it by the Syndicate or by the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

(d) to frame rules for recognition of hostels and 
withdrawal of recognition. 

(ii) RESIDENCE OF STUDENTS 

3.1. No student shall be admitted to an affiliated col- 
lege or a University College until the question of his 
residence has been settled in accordance with these regu- 
lations. 

3.2. Every under-graduate student of a college or a 
University Teahing Department not residing with his 
parents or guardians shall reside during the teaching 
sessions— 

(a) in a hostel of his college in the case of a col- 
lege student; or 

(b) in a University hostel in the case of a University 
student; or 

(c) in a hostel of any other college; or 

(d) in a private hostel, or in a lodge/residence ap- 
proved by the University or by the Principal 
of the college, as the case may be. 

3.3. For Die purpose of residence the term “guardian” 
shall mean the legal guardian, or a near relative of res- 
ponsible age and position, or a person declared in writing 
by the parent to be the student’s guardian, or, in the 
absence of any of these, a person approved as guardian, 
by the Principal. 


3.4, In a special case, Head of the Department/Princi- 
pal of the college may exempt a student from the opera- 
tion of this regulation. 

3.5, A student of a post-graduate course may be per- 
mitted bv the Principal to select his own place of resi- 
dence subject to such rules and conditions as may be 
prescribed by the Head of the Department /Principal of 
the college in this behalf. 

3.6, Every college shall provide residential accommo- 
dation for such a percentage of its students as the Syndi- 
cate may, from time to time, determine. 

4. Every college shall make suitable arrangements for 
the supervision of its students not staying with their 
parents or guardians or in the College hostel. 

5. Every colleg shall maintain an up-to-date register of 
the residences of its students, 

6. Within one month of the last date of admissions 
every college shall send to the Registrar, for information 
of the Committeee, a general statement of the residences 
of its students under different heads. 

(iii) Health of Students 

7.1. Each college shall appoint a qualified Medical 
Officer, either whole-time or part-time, who has practised 
medicine for a period of not less than five years to look 
after the health of its students. 
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7.2. Tt shall he the duty of the Medical Officer to visit 
the college for adviqc and medical assistance at least 
twice a week and on such other occasions as may be 
necessary. 

7.3. At least once in each academic year, the Medical 
Officer shall conduct medical examination of all students 
of the college. The Medical Officer shall— 

(a) reciprd the result of the examination of each 
student; 

(b) give to the students necessary advice and medi- 
cal assistance; and 

(c) invite the attention of the Head of the Depart- 
ment /Principal of the college to all cases of 
a serious natufe. 

Medical examination of women students shall be con- 
ducted by lady doctors only. 

8. A statement of the general results of the medical 
inspection with the Medical Officer’s recommendations 
shall be forwarded by the principal to the Registrar for 
information of the Committee. 

9. Every student on the rolls of a cjollege shall pay an 
annual medical fee of such amount as may, from time 
to time, be fixed by the Committee. This fee shall be 
utilised only for the purpose of medical examination and 
medical assistance to students. The Principal may 
exempt a student from payment of such fee. 

(iv) Physical Welfare of Students 

10,1 The University shall appoint a whole- time Office- 
in-Charge of Physical Welfare of men and women stu- 
dents, separately. 

10,2. The duties of the Offlcer-in-charge of physical 
welfare shall be as follows : — 

(a) to conduct the University tournaments; 

(b) to act as the Secretary to the University Sports 
Committee; 

(c;) to assist the colleges in working out the schemes 
of physical training; 

(d) to organise the University Athletics Associa- 
tion and the University games, clubs and to 
exercise administrative control over them; 

(c) to advise students regarding their physical 
development; 

(f) to deliver lectures at the educational centres, 
according to the programme approved by the 
Committee, on physical education; 

(g) to be in charge of the gymnasium, playgrounds, 
and physical education equipment of the Uni- 
versity, and 

(h) such other duties as may be prescribed by the 
Committee or the Sports Committee. 

11. Every student who joins a college after the Matri- 
culation /Higher Secondary examination shall pay a sum 
of Rs. 1.50 along with the registration fee which sum, 
in the case of man students, shall be credited to the 
Panjab University Sports Committee for Inter-University 
Contests and in the case of women students to the Pan- 
jab University Women Sports Committee for Inter Col- 
legiate contests, 

(V) CONDUCT AND DISCIPLINE- OF STUDENTS 

12. The Committee may prescribe rules for proctorial 
supervision which shall Ire enforced by all colleges. 


13. A student reported by— 

(1) the Principal of his college; or 

(2) the Head of the University Teaching depart- 
ment; or 

(3) the Dean of Student Welfare; or 

(4) a Proctor appointed by the University; 

to be guilty of serious indiscipline or serious violation 
of any of the proctorial rules, may be debarred by the 
Vice-Chancellor from appearing in the next University 
examination. 

14. Except in the case of students of a post-graduate 
course, the principal of each Oollege or the Head of the 
University Teaching Department shall send by reports 
twice a year to the parents or gartfions of the students 
regarding the following matters : — 

(a) Results of the house examinations; 

(b) percentage of attendance at lectures and Other 
classes for which attendance is compulsory; 

(c) Health and results of medical inspection; 

(d) Any disciplinary fines and punishments im- 
posed; and 

(e) General conduct. 

15. All colleges shall promote a spirit of social service 
on the part of their student:, and submit annually a re- 
port on the subject for information of the Committee. 

2. The following Chapter VII(E) ‘Youth Welfare’ has 
been added at page 110 of the Calendar Volume I, 
1972 ;■ — 

YOUTH WELFARE 

1. For financing the various Youth Welfare schemes 
and activities', an annual fee of Re. If- shall be charged 
from each student on the rolls of an affiliated college 
or a University College or a University Teaching Depart- 
ment and the amount so realised shall be deposited with 
the University not later than the end of October of the 
year, 

2.1. There sludl be a whole-time Director of Youth 
Welfare. His duties shall be defined by the Syndicate. 

2.2. There shall be a Youth Welfare Committee to 
encourage and organise the creative and constructive 
activities of the students. This Committee will be ap- 
pointed by the Syndicate every two years and shall con- 
sist of the following : — 

1. The Vice-Chancellor (as Chairman). 

2. Dean of University lnstruclon. — Ex-officio. 

3. Dean of Student Welfare — Ex-officio. 

4. Registrar. — Ex-officio. 

5. Two members of the Senate — one of whom shall be 
a member of the Syndicate - — to be nomniated by the 
Syndicate on the recommendation of the Vice-Chancel- 
lor. 

6. Four Principals of affiliated colleges- — one of whom 
shall be the Principal of a Women’s College— -to be 
nominated by the Syndicate on the recommendation of 
the Vice-Chancellor, 

1. Director. Youth Welfare — Member Secretary. 

3. Regulations 21, 22.1(a) and 28 of the Chapter 

VIII(C) ‘Affiliated Colleges with evening classes, includ- 
ing conditions for such permission’ at pages 122-123 and 
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125 of the Calendar Volume I, 1972, shall read as 
undet : 

2.1,. Application for permission for evening classes 
shall lie made by — 

(a) Director of Public Instruction Or the Head of 
the Education Department of the State con- 
cerned in the case of a government college; 

(b) the Chairman or any other authority appointed 
for the purpose by the governing body of the 
college — in the case of a non-government col- 
lege. 

21.2, Evening classes shall he allowed only for pre- 
University ( Arts and Science ), B.A., B.Sc. and M.A. 
courses and only the following categories of person will 
be eligible to join— 

(i) those employed in govt, service; 

(ii) those employed in any service or in private 
Business; 

(iii) those working on agricultural farms; and 

(iv) Women. 

22.1. An affiliated college intending to add evening 
classes shall make an application to the Univertiy which 
shall be accompanied by — 

(a) (i) in the case of a non-government college, an 
evidence to prove that the college possesses an 
additional endowment fund of the value of 25% 
of the amount of its original endowment fund; 

(ii) a statement showing the names of the teachers 
employed along with the qualifications and the 
number of teachers to be employed, subject 
proposed to be taught by each of them, their 
salaries and grades of pay; 

(iii) a declaration that the teaching staff of the even- 

ing classes shall be separate from the lecturers 
working in the day classes. However, to over- 
come an axigency, teachers may be drawn from 
the day classes to work for the evening classes 
but in no case shall they be assigned more 
than 30 periods per week in the morning and 
evening shifts both combined and they shall be 
paid 25% or their pay as additional allowance 
for working with the evening classes. 

28. If a college fails to start evening classes in the 
academic year in which permission has been granted, the 
permission foir such classes shall stand candelled and a 
fresh application shall have to he made in a subsequent 
year for a new proposal. 

4. Regulation 32.6 of the Chapter VIII (D) ‘Admis- 
sion and Migration of Students and Tuition Fees’ at page 
128 of the Calendar Volume I, 1972, shall read as 
under - 

32.6. A student who has passed B.A./B.Sc. Part I/IT 
or M.A. Part I may join any college for the next class, 
but he shall produce a leaving certificate from the college 
through which he appeared in the BA. /B.Sc.

2. The Pre-Medical examination shall be open to a 
person who satisfies the requirements in (A) and (B), 
viz - — 

(A) has passed not less than one academic! year pre- 
viously and with atleast 40% marks in the aggregate. 

(a) the Pre-University examination in Science 
Group of this University or Higher Secondary 
examination in Science Group of this Univer- 
sity or of the Board of School Education, Pun- 
jab, Haryana or of the Central Board of Secon- 
dary Education Delhi (for students of Central 
Schools situated in the Punjab , Haryana and 
Union Territory of Chandigarh, and Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands, of those who migrate to

(q) A national of a foreign country residing in India, 

10. Regulation 4 for Private Candidates, at pages 
477-78, of the Calendar Volume IT, 1972, shall read as

may be permitted to appear in the following 
examinations provided they have been bonaftde 
residents of any of the above States! or the 
Union Territory, as the case may be, fog 9 
months, preceding the examination : 

(i) Proficiency, High Proficiency and Honours exa- 
mination in Sanskrit, Persian, Arabic, Urdu, 
Hindi and Panjabi; 

(ii) Diploma of Acharya in Sanskrit Language and 
Literature and Diploma in Adi-Granth-Acharya; 

(iii) Pre-University and B.A, examination after hav- 
ing passed Honours examination in the Classi- 
cal, Oriental or Modern Indian Languages, as 
laid down in Regulation 13 for obtaining B.A. 
degree through English only examinations. 

11. Regulation 13.1 in the Chapter 111 for Admission 
to Examinations at pages 488-89 of the Calendar Volume 
II, 1972, shall read as under : — - 

3.1. Notwithstanding anything contained in any other

or 

(b) B.Sc. examination of the Panjab University with 
50% marks in aggregate; 

or 

(c) B.Sc. Honours examination in the subject of the 
M.Sc. from any other University recognised by the 
Syndicate as equivalent to (a); 

or 

(d) B.A. examination with 50% marks in aggregate 
from any other University recognised by the Syndicate 
as equivalent to (b).
